Merrill  said  that  the  companies 
in  question  sending  the  salesmen 
are  legitimate,  but  that  the  prices 
are  not  student  rates.  He  urged 
all  BYU  students  to  pass  the  warn- 
ing along  to  others.

BYU  Reaches 
New  Heights 
In  Enrollment 

President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson’s 
opening  address  to  the  students 
Thursday  announced  that  the  regu  - 
lar  day  time  enrollment  has  reach- 
ed 18,406  plus  1,180  evening  school 
students  for  a total  enrollment  of 
19,586. 

HE  STATED  THAT  “This  will 
probably  be  the  last  year  in  which 
Brigham  Young  University  will  be 
able  to  take  all  of  those  students 
who  apply,  even  those  with  good 
grades.” 

President  Wilkinson  thanked  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  the  tithe- 
payers  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  for  mak- 
ing the  school  possible  and  point- 
ed out  many  of  the  benefits  which 
BYU  students  enjoy  because  of 
the  tithe  money. 

"YOU  WILL  ENJOY  on  this  cam- 
pus weekly  devotional  asemblies 
where  you  will  be  able  to  hear  Gen- 
eral Authorities  and  Church  lead- 
ers,” he  stated  in  outlining  the  ad- 
vantages open  to  the  students  at 
this  University.

The  assistant  principal  of  BY 
High  called  the  Daily  Universe  to 
disclaim  any  BY  High  participa- 
tion. He  said  an  off-campus  group 
consisting  mostly  of  Provo  High 
girls  performed  the  Y operation. 


The  overwhelming  number  of  stu- 
dents enrolled  at  BYU  this  year 
and  the  necessity  to  enforce  more 
stringent  standards  of  conduct  were 
stressed  by  President  Ernest  L. 
Wilkinson  in  his  annual  President’s 
Message  Thursday  morning  at  the 
Smith  Fieldhouse. 

"BECAUSE  WE  now  have  many 
more  students  who  desire  to  regist- 
er at  BYU  than  we  can  take  care 
of,  we  are  going  to  be  much  more 
strict  in  the  enforcement  of  our 
standards  then  we  have  in  the  past 
years,”  he  said. 

“It  would  be  unjust  to  keep  on 
this  campus  a single  student  who 
does  not  conform  to  the  standards 
of  the  institution  when  another 
student,  who  will  conform,  is  wait- 
ing to  be  admitted.” 

PRESIDENT  WILKINSON  speci- 
fically mentioned  areas  which 
would  be  strictly  enforced  during 
the  year  including  total  obedience 
to  the  honor  code  and  the  com- 
plete annihilation  of  any  riots. 

He  said  that,  “if  two  or  more 
students  organize  and  carry  out 
a disturbance  or  raid  any  one  of 
the  housing  units,  . . . it  will  con- 
stitute a riot  and  all  participants 
are  subject  to  summary  dismis- 
sal.” 

PRESIDENT  WILKINSON  added 
that  “Riots  are  never  harmless  and 
we  do  not  intend  to  tolerate  them 
this  year,  even  if  it  comes  to  su- 
spending scores  of  students.” 

The  BYU  leader  also  hit  out  at 
what  he  called  “beetles,  beatniks, 
buzzards  and  go-go  girls.” 

He  said  that  no  improper  dr^s 
would  be  tolerated  on  the  campus 
nor  would  undesireable  types  of 
“sexy  scantily  dressed,  girls,  sur- 
fers or  grimy,  sloppy  beatniks.” 

COMING  ALSO  under  Dr.  Wilkin- 
son’s attack  were  improper  danc- 
ing practices.  “Suggestive  dances 
such  as  the  frug,  the  monkey,  and 
the  swim  are  out  of  place  on  this 
campus,”  he  said.  “There  is  no 
place  in  our  danc^  for  the  shim- 
mering contortionist  exhibiting  sen- 
sous  actions  in  a tight  shift  dress.” 

He  also  pointed  out  that  fire- 
works, balloons  filled  with  water, 
snowballs  i.eks  thrown  will  be 


illegal  and  students  will  be  discip- 
lined for  using  them. 

The  BYU  President  urged  stu- 
dents to  leave  behind  the  torrid 
beat  of  the  high  school  surfers 
and  move  upward  to  Church  stand- 
ards and  dignity  at  BYU. 

Info  Center 
To  Be  Built 

Visitors  to  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity soon  will  receive  assistance 
at  a new  information  center,  now 
under  construction  at  the  12th 
North  entrance  to  campus. 

Completion  is  scheduled  for  Nov. 
1 for  the  center  which  will  serve 
not  only  as  an  information  station 
but  also  as  a decorative  entrance 
to  the  spacious  University  campus. 

Cast  stone  planters  on  each  side 
of  the  road  will  be  30  foot  in  dia- 
meter. Rising  from  the  planter  on 
the  south  side  will  be  a 32-foot 
“Brigham  Young  University”  sign. 
Behind  the  sign  will  stand  a 24-foot 
brick  pylon  bearing  the  University 
seal  in  white  cast  stone  and  bronze. 
The  planter  on  the  north  side  will 
be  similar  in  design  but  without  the 
pylon. 

Both  sides  will  be  attractively 
lighted. 

Also  on  the  south  side  an  inform- 
ation building,  30  ft.  x 8 ft.,  con- 
structed of  brick  to  match  the 
pylon  and  the  nearby  Helaman 
Halls,  will  be  located  just  behind 
the  planter. 

The  building  will  contain  tele- 
phone, heating  for  year-round 
operation,  and  sliding  windows. 
Parking  lots  will  be  located  on 
either  side  so  that  visitors  may 
drive  up  to  the  windows  or  park 
behind  the  building  and  walk  in. 

Student  service  clubs  under  the 
direction  of  University  Relations 
Division  will  man  the  information 
center.  Students  will  give  directions 
to  visitors,  telephone  ahead  to  those 
expecting  them,  and  supply  general 
information  about  the  school  and 
vicinity.

The  First  Presidency  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  Thursday  imposed  a quota  restriction  on  missionaries  in  view 
of  the  increased  draft  requirements  of  the  Selective  Service. 

The  signed  statement  of  the  First  Presidency  is  as  follows: 

TO:  PRESIDENTS  OF  STAKES  AND  BISHOPS  OF  WARDS,  AND 
MISSION. AND  BRANCH  PRESIDENTS  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES 

Dear  Brethren: 

As  you  have  been  advised  by  press  reports,  draft  quotas  given 
Selective  Service  Boards  have  been  substantially  increased  during  the 
past  few  months. 

While  Selective  Service  officials  recognize  the  right  of  the  Church 
to  call,  ordain,  and  send  out  missionaries,  and  the  eligibility  of  these 
missionaries  for  IV-D  (ministerial)  classifications,  they  have  requested 
the  Church  to  place  restrictions  on  the  number  sent. 

In  harmony  with  this  request,  and  realizing  that  this  may  mean  in 
some  instances  the  denial  of  an  opportunity  for  missionary  service  at 
this  time,  we  are  making  the  following  program  operative  immediately 
and  until  further  advised,  it  being  understood  that  when  Selective 
Service  requirements  ease,  the  quota  for  missionaries  will  be  lifted. 

1.  Effective  as  of  October  1,  1965,  each  ward  and  independent 
branch  will  be  permitted  to  send  one  missionary  each  six  months,  ex- 
cept for  men  with  certain  classifications  as  noted  below. 

2.  Ward  and  branch  quotas  will  be  transferable  within  the  area  of 
the  stake.  That  is,  if  a ward  or  branch  does  not  have  a missionary  to 
send  within  a six  months  period,  it  may  give  its  quota,  under  direction 
of  the  stake  president,  to  another  ward  or  branch  in  the  same  stake. 

3.  No  young  man  who  has  actually  received  notice  of  induction 
should  be  recommended  for  missionary  service. 

4.  Men  with  the  following  classifications,  who  are  worthy  and 
qualified,  may  be  sent  without  restriction  as  to  numbers  and  will  not

Address  Clarifies  Standards 


Students  should  have  had  no  trouble  un- 
derstanding what  is  being  required  of  them 
at  BYU.  President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson’s 
address  in  Thursday’s  assembly  left  no  room 
for  doubt. 

Covering  clearly  what  type  of  behavior 
the  administration  and  Church  is  expecting 
of  students  seemed  to  put  a cap  on  the  “any- 
one can  go  to  BYU’’  era. 

In  line  with  President  Wilkinson’s  exam- 
ples about  “fear  of  involvement”  and  “I  don’t 


know  why  I didn’t  do  anything”  attitudes  we 
must  realize  our  responsibility  toward  fellow 
students. 

What  can  we  do  to  help,  assist  or  change 
our  “beatle,  l^eatnik  and  buzzard”  friends? 

We  hope  students  will  strive  for  self  -im- 
provement and  practice  moral  responsibility. 
The  problems  of  dress,  dance  and  conduct  can 
and  should  be  solved  by  students.  It  is  up  to 
us  to  carry  the  ball. 


Are  Students 

On  July  28,  1965,  an  announcement  came 
from  President  Johnson  that  draft  calls 
would  be  increased  from  17,000  to  35,000  per 
month  in  order  for  the  United  States  to  meet 
its  commitment  in  South  Viet  Nam. 

Some  of  the  immediate  results  of  Presi- 
dent Johnson’s  announcement  were  pickets  at 
the  White  House  calling  for  withdrawal  from 
Viet  Nam,  draft-card-burning  parties,  and 
“pacifists”  demonsti’ations  in  California  try- 
ing to  stop  trains  carrying  troops  destined 
for  Viet  Nam. 

A few  weeks  later  President  Johnson  an- 
nounced that  after  midnight  of  August  26, 
men  who  married  would  no  longer  be  deferred 
from  the  draft. 

The  immediate  result  of  that  announce- 
ment was  a migration  of  hundreds  of  young 
people  to  places  like  Las  Vegas  for  a quickie 
marriage  that  would  beat  the  deadline  and 
give  a few  months  more  “secuiity”  from 
armed  forces  duty.  — 

• Last  week  on  this  campus,  Lieutenant 
General  Lewis  B.  Hershey,  national  director 
of  the  Selective  Seiwice,  told  BYU  men  they 
have  an  obligation  to  their  countiy  which 
could  not  be  obscured  just  because  they  w'ere 
students. 

What  will  be  the  local  reaction  to  that  an-

Are  we  the  tjq:)e  of  patriots  that  will  burn 
our  draft  cards,  march  and  demonstrate  for 
withdrawal  from  Viet  Nam,  or  rush  into  mar- 
riage to  avoid  military  seiwice? 

Or  ai*e  we  merely  the  type  that  will  do 
anything  and  take  any  kind  of  courses  just  to 
hang  on  to  a student  deferment  until  age  26? 

Admitted  that  service  in  the  armed  forces 
is  not  the  most  pleasant  way  to  spend  time; 
but  nevertheless,  the  fact  remains  that  it  is 
necessary  and  important. 

We  are  citizens  of  the  United  States  of 
America  and  if  there  is  a need  to  support  our 
country  with  military  duty,  then  we  must 
accept  it. 

Students  engaged  in  serious,  fruitful 
study  at  this  college  are  filling  a need  for  the 
country.  General  Hershey  said  it  was  not  the 
intention  of  the  Selective  Service  to  take  such 
students  away  from  their  educational  oppor- 
tunities. 

But,  students  who  come  to  college  with  no 
better  motive  than  to  continue  their  easy 
way  of  life  while  hiding  behind  the  protective 
skirts  of  15  credit  hours  of  study  are  doing 
nothing  more  than  dodging  the  draft. 

A draft  dodger  today  is  no  better  than  his 
contemptuous  ancestor  of  years  past.

Sharp  Action 
Punctuates 
Viet  Theater 


SAIGON,  VIET  NAM,  (AP)— U.S. 
and  Vietnamese  troops  fought  sharp 
battles  with  the  Viet  Cong  hundreds 
of  miles  apart  Thursday  and  a U.S. 
military  spokesman  reported  at 
least  18  of  the  enemy  killed. 

In  the  air  war,  U.S.  planes  kept 
up  the  attack  on  targets  in  North 
and  South  Viet  Nam  and  showered 
the  area  north  of  the  Communist 
city  of  Vinh  with  300,000  leaflets 
saying  the  air  strikes  were  neces- 
sary so  long  as  the  Viet  Cong  con- 
tinues the  war  in  South  Viet  Nam. 

Although  no  major  ground  acti- 
vity was  reported,  the  smaller  en- 
gagments  were  bitterly  contested, 
spokesman  said. 

A company  of  the  U.S.,  Army’s 
1st  Infantry  Division  reported  it  en- 
countered the  heaviest  fighting 
since  its  arrival  in  July  as  it  laun- 
ched a wave  of  assults  on  a seem- 
ingly impregnable  Viet  Cong  bunk- 
er system  40  miles  Northwest  of 
Saigon  near  Bien  Hoa. 

The  Americans  reported  J2 
wounded  from  withering  Viet  Co^ 
fire  but  gave  no  estimate  of  Com- 
munist dead. 

The  American  mounted  five  as- 
saults against  the  bunkers  and  a 
sergeant  declared:  “I  saw  some 
bunkers  in  Korea,  but  I’ve  never 
seen  anything  like  these.” 

The  foot  soldiers,  after  blasting 
the  bunkers  with  recoilless  rifle 
fire,  105  and  155-millimeter  cannon, 
grenades  and  flame  throwers,  call- 
ed for  air  support.  Air  Force  Sky- 
raiders  hit  the  bunkers  with  750- 
Dound  bombs,  napalm  and  machine 
gun  fire  and  infantrymen  resumed 
the  attack.

WASHINGTON,  (AP)-The  Sen- 
ate approved  a reduced  $3,143,000, 
000  Foreign  Aid  Money  Bill  Thurs- 
day after  beating  back  two  at- 
tempts to  slash  military  aid  to  India 
and  Pakistan. 

Passage  came  after  only  one  day 
of  debate  on  the  usually  controver- 
sial measure.  Administration  forces 
defeated  all  but  one  amendment 
seeking  to  cut  the  bill. 

By  a vote  of  45  to  35,  the  Senate 
trimmed  $50  million  from  the  total 
anoroved  last  week  bv  its  Appro- 
priations Committee.  That  brought 
the  amount  $142  million  below  the 
figure  mproved  by  the  House  and 
$217  million  below  the  aid  ceiling 
set  earlier  in  the  Foreign  Aid 
authorization.

‘Tibetan  Wall’ 

NEW  DELHI,  INDIA,  (AP)— A 
threat  of  sustained  guerrilla  opera- 
tions within  the  Indian-ruled  seg- 
ment of  Kashmir  cast  a shadow 
Thursday  over  the  U.N.-sponsored 
cease-fire  that  stopped  the  shooting 
war  between  India  and  Pakistan. 

Both  nations,  though  silencing 
their  guns,  opened  a battle  of  words 
that  forecast  a sorry  road  ahead  in 
the  search  for  genuine  peace. 

In  the  north.  Red  China  was  re- 
ported setting  up  a Himalayan  ver- 
sion of  the  Berlin  Wall  near  Jelep 
pass.  This  would  be  a new  phase 
of  the  frontier  military  building 
that  accompanied  the  battle  action 
of  India  and  its  Moslem  neighbor. 

A Defense  Ministry  spokesman 
said  the  Chinese  were  building  the 
wall  with  cement  and  stone.  Jelep 
pass,  at  an  altitude  of  12,000  feet 
is  one  of  the  contested  mountain 
routes  linking  the  Indian  protector-  j 
ate  of  Sikkim  with  Chinese-ruled  I

Fur  will  fly  Friday  night  as  the 
eager  Cougars  open  at  home  again- 
st equally  eager  Kansas  State  Wild- 
cats in  a game  which  will  provide 
a more  concrete  preview  of  what 
can  be  expected  in  the  remainder 
of  the  still  young  1965  football  sea- 
son. 

BOTH  of  the  relatively  inexperi- 
enced grid  squads  launched  their 
campaigns  on  an  impressive  note 
last  week.  BYU  surprised  every- 
body by  trouncing  supposedly 
powerful  Arizona  State  24-6  as  Kan- 
sas State  was  giving  a big  and  tal- 
ented Indiana  team  a real  scare 
before  bowing,  19-7.

VETERAN  OFFENSIVE  tailback 
Kent  Oborn  has  been  bothered  by 
a bruised  knee  in  practices  this 
week  and  will  be  replaced  as  a 
starter  by  Kent  Nance.  “Oborn  will 
definitely  see  a lot  of  action,  how- 
ever,” assured  Head  Coach  Tom 
Hudspeth. 

Although  most  expect  the  game 
to  be  a close,  hard-fought  contest, 
the  Cougars  have  to  be  given  a 
slight  edge  due  to  the  home-court 
advantage  plus  the  polished  per- 
formance against  ASU’s  Sun  Devils.

Stadium  Wired 
For  Sound

Remember  the  public  address  system  we  heard  at 
last  year’s  football  games  ? 

“John  Ogden  John  picks  Ogden  up  picks  first  up  and 
first  ten  and  ten.”  That  terrible  echo  is  a thing  of  the 
past. 

What  pleasant  news.  No  longer  will  fans  need  to  be 
cryptologists  to  figure  out  what’s  going  on  down  on  the 
field.  It’ll  come  out  in  plain  ordinary  English — ungarbled 
English. 

Why  the  sudden  change?  Well  it  wasn’t  sudden.  . . 
it  took  a lot  of  work,  and  was  one  of  the  products  result- 
ing from  the  complete  rewiring  of  the  BYU  Stadium 
sound  system. 

I talked  with  Daines  Lund,  who  was  in  charge  of  the 
sound  wiring,  about  the  job  and  the  list  of  changes  he 
made  was  astounding.  Most  obvious  to  the  fans  of  course 
will  be  the  missing  echo. 

No  False  Echo  Remaining 

Lund  explained  that  this  year  general  announcements 
will  be  made  through  the  speakers  in  the  west  stands 
only.  This  will  end  the  really  “false”  echo  caused  by  the 
fan  hearing  speakers  on  both  sides  with  a time  delay  on 
the  voice  from  the  speaker  on  the  opposite  side.  Speak- 
ers on  the  west  however,  may  be  heard  equally  well  on 
the  east  side. 

The  new  system  enables  controllers  to  actually  send 
out  three  programs  at  once  using  varying  speakers. 

The  east  speakers  for  example  will  be  used  by  the 
BYU  yell  leaders.  The  control  panel  in  the  press  box  in- 
cludes a volume  control  to  prevent  this  sound  from  mov- 
ing to  the  west. 

Within  the  press  area  itself,  the  intercom  system  has 
been  reworked  completely.  It  will  now  be  possible  to  talk 
directly  to  the  dressing  rooms  and  other  areas  within  the 
stadium. 

Spy  Vs.  Spy 

One  of  the  major  problems  the  fans  were  never 
aware  of  concerned  the  spotter  circuits.  This  is  a private 
intercom  running  from  home  and  visiting  team  spotters 
in  the  press  box  to  their  respective  benches. 

According  to  Lund,  the  crowd  noises  would  often 
cancel  out  any  possible  transmission  and  to  make  mat- 
ters worse  there  was  often  a cross-talk  problem  wherein 
the  BYU  branch  got  the  visitor’s  comments  and  vice 
versa.  No  longer  does  that  problem  exist. 

Coach  Hudspeth  must  have  figured,  why  not,  as  long 
as  they’re  rewiring  the  place  anyway,  take  advantage  of 
the  system  and  try  to  make  it  help  the  boys  work  up  be- 
fore the  game.  At  any  rate  Audio-Visual  is  now  wiring 
the  BYU  dressing  room  to  receive  the  Cougar  Band, 
crowd  noise,  yell  leaders  and  the  works  ...  to  enable  the 
team  to  feel  the  crowd  atmosphere  while  they  prepare. 

Sure  Beats  Coming  In  Second 

There  are  probably  those  in  the  studentbodv  who 
feel  we’ve  put  too  much  stock  in  last  week's  victory  over 
Arizona  State.  Maybe.  But  until  I’m  proven  wrong  I’ll 
consider  a good  omen. 

You  know  we’ve  been  saying  wait  until  next  year  for 
so  many  years  that  we’ll  jump  at  anything  that  might 
indicate  this  could  even  possibly  be  the  year. 

It’s  like  the  sign  just  inside  the  door  to  the  coach’s 
office  at  Hardin-Simmons  University:  “Winning  isn’t 
everything,”  it  says,  “but  it  sure  beats  coming  in 
second.” 

And  it  does  too.  Just  ask  Coach  Hudspeth.  He’s  one 
guy  who  doesn’t  like  coming  in  second,  and  you’d  better 
believe  he’ll  know  the  reason  why  when  any  of  his 
teams  do.

CARSON  CITY,  NEV.  (AP)— 
Heavyweight  boxer  Cassius  Clay 
asked  the  World  Boxing  Associa- 
tion to  reinstate  him  “to  facilitate 
the  clearing  up  of  the  dispute  in 
the  heavyweight  division.” 

THE  MOVE  would  pave  the  way 
toward  ending  the  Clay-WBA  feud 
over  the  heavyweight  title  if  the 
WBA  grants  Clay’s  request. 

Clay  was  stripped  of  his  title  13 
months  ago  for  signing  a return 
bout  contract  with  Sonny  Liston  be- 
fore their  second  fight.  Still,  he’s 
generally  recognized  as  heavy- 
weight champion. 

CLAY  WHO  prefers  the  name  of 


Muhammad  Ali,  made^his  request 
through  his  Louisville,  Ky.  attor- 
ney in  a telegram  to  World  Boxing 
Association  President  James  Des- 
kin of  Las  Vegas. 

“As  far  as  the  WBA  is  concerned, 
Ernie  Terrell  is  the  heavyweight 
champion,”  Deskin  said.  “Clay  is 
merely  asking  for  reinstatement 
which  would  make  it  possible  for 
him  to  eventually  regain  the  WBA 
title.” 

DESKIN  SAID  the  matter  would  j 
be  discussed  by  the  WBA  execu- 
tive board  and  world’s  champion- 
ship committee  at  a meeting  to  be 
held  no  later  than  Oct.  10  in  Hous- 
ton or  New  Orleans. 


Deskin  said  Clay’s  action  was  not  ■ 
unexpected,  since  WBA  adopted  a . 
resolution  at  its  annual  meeting  last 
month  inviting  Clay  to  make  such 
a request.
